PHILADELPHIA—Further light upon 
the early history and culture of the 
Eskimos is sought by the University of 
Pennsylvania Museum, which has ar- 
ranged to excavale some unusual 
mounds of Eskimo origin at Point Bar- 
row, Alaska, at the northermost tip ef 
the North’ American mainland, acozrd-. 
ing to an announcement by museum 
authorities here. 

Work on the excavations will be start- 
ed as soon as weather conditions per-/ 
mit, probably In June, and will be car- 
fied'on by Eskimos under the direction | 
of Alfred H. Mopson, an Alaskan, who: 


| According to Dr, J. Alden Mason, 

' curator of the American scction of thy 
mureum, the first group of mounds to 
be excavated was found in 1918 when 
W. B. Van Valin, a research worker in 
anthropology, discovered mourds that 
contained structures resembling housrs 
scme be:ng 18 by 45 feet, bu'lt of dri{t- 
weod with ceilings of logs. 

A thick covering “of sod had been 
placed over the roofs and the walls 
and fie skylights, which had -been cut 
Into cach roof, had been covered with 
seal or wairus skins, Skelctal remains 
of many persons were found with some 
of which were found imp'ements and 
possessions of daily life, including wood-

Late last year, much of the material 
that had been brought here was trans- 
ferred from the Museum to the Wistar 
Institute of Anatomy at the unlversity 
and examined, by Dr. Ales Hrilicka of 
the National Museum at Washingson. 

“Further examinat'on by archseolo- 
gists from the museum,” Dr. Mason 
sald, “also revealed the objccts to be 
typlac!l or a phasc Af ancient csximo 
culture sclentificalfy called tne “inule 
culture’, which had been very weil stud- 
ied in the central arctle regoas but 
act so well in Alaska. 

“Following these revelations, which 
form most important contribuucns to 
arctic archacology,.Dr. Hralicka mad: 
inquiries which disclosed that there re- 
main ‘a number of similar mounds near 
Polny Barrow, but that the Eskimos, In 
sp'red by- the knowledge that white 
nen had become interested in the 
mounds, had begun to excavaie them 
and were removing their contents for 
sa’¢ as cur-os, 

“With the co-operation of Dr. 
Hrdlicka, the University Museum. then 
made arrangements to excavate mounds 
which are still undisturbed, and to 
bring the finds to the museum where 
they will be available for further study, 

“The United States Coast Guard Ser- 
vice and the Bureau of Education, both 
of which have vessels available in Alask 
an waters, have agreed to help the mus- 
eum transport material.”

Tones Discerned 


MUNICH—A’ step’ forward towards 
sclving. the much discussed question 
whether a fish have a sense of hear- 
ing has been made by the well known 
zoologist Professor Kjarl von Frisch 
of the Munich University. 

Speaking before the Bavarian Aca- 
demy of Science Professor vor Frisch 
admitted that the absence in fishes of 
an organ corresponding the semi- 
circular canals in the ear of 
msn would seem to indicate that these 
aguatic vertebrates -were devold of 
hearing—especially as they. failed to 
tespond to eny sound: produced above 
or in: the: water. This phenomenon, 
he asserted, was to be explained by 
the fact that such sounds were with- 
out the least significance for fish. 

He described how he had trained a 
small, blind sheat-fish to come from 
Its hiding place for food in response 
to a whistle and how subsequently the 
same experiment was tried on a num- 
ber of other fish. Among ‘these the 
carp proved ‘the most adaptable. Var- 
fously keyed whistles were used — & 
tuning fork, violin and ‘cello, and to 
the surprise of the zoologist and his 
ass‘stants, the fish in the tank re- 
sponded cven to the softest tones 
scarcely to be heard by:a man on the;

CLOTH HOSE YS. SILK STOCKINGS 
Knitting of any kind, according to The Men- | 
tor Magazine, was a comparatively new art in 
the time of Queen Elizabeth. The first record- 
ed was in 1488, and there were few that knew 
how to convert even yarn into cap or stocking.
